States a single-company (ront, to face the 
world in global air traffic attflr the war." 

Meanwhile, however, a number of demon- 
strably successful domestic operators v/Knt to 
branch out. One of the most ambitious is 
■ Traiiscontlnental and Western, .a- domestic 
transcontinental pioneer, which would like to 
expand across both Atlantic and Paeiric. 

Its projects would "link Now York, Chicago, 
Boston, Detroit and Washington with London 
and Paris, and would tlo Los Angeles in with 
Honolulu.
